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Republicans Declare Leader's 
$20 Million Revolving Fund 
To Lease Plants Is Illegal

HARRISBURG LF—Gov 
George 
M. Leader proposed a 20 million 
dollar revolving fund last night to 
build and leaee industrial plants 
in economically distressed areas 
of the state. 
The fund, to be consigned to a 
proposed state agency known as 
the State Industrial Development 
Authority, was assailed as uncon­ 
d i t i o n a l bv Republicans. 
Rep. Charles C. Smith, House 
Republican floor leader, said the 
adm inistration's economic develop­ 
m ent would ‘'surely fail” to stand 
a court test. 
"It seems clear that the plan 
would violate Article 9. Section 6, 
of the constltutoin,” he told a news- 
man. 
The section reads: 
"The credit of the commonwealth 
shall not be pledged or loaned to 
any individual, company, corpora­ 
tion or association, nor shall the 
commonwalth become a joint own­ 
er or stockholder in any company, 
asaociation or corporation” 
But Atty. Gen. Herbert B. Cohen. 
L eader's chief legal adviser, took 
issue with Smith and told a news­ 
m an: 
State To Lease Building 
"The r ate will own the buildings 
and leas* them only to industry, j 
It is my studied opinion that the 
proposal com pile' in every respect 
with the constitution." 
In other reaction. Rep. Albert 
S. Readinger, House Democratic 
floor leader, said Leader wa* seek­ 
ing "new avenue* of industrial re­ 
vival." 
But Ben. Rowland B 
Mahany, 
Senate 
Republican 
floor leader, 
said Leader's ideas may be good 
but that they should have been pre­ 
sented with a tax plan to raise the 
money. 
Leader, addressing his first joint 
session of the Legislature in the 
crowded House cham ber, said the 
SIDA plan was "no giveaway,'' 
and then added: 
"The authority xx ill make a find­ 
ing of public purpose and necessity j 
as to chronic economic distress in

severe unemployment.

"Its operations will be restricted 
to those areas where such a finding 
can be factually supported.
